Kiwi gamble replaces alfalfa crop

Those new grape vine plants you see 
just off Highway 1 five miles south of 
Lompoc on Cross Creek Ranch — they 
are not grape vine plants. They are kiwi 
vine plants. 
For years A1 Romain planted alfalfa 
and sudan grass on this small plot of land 
next to the road. Last April, he decided to 
gamble and plant two and a half acres of 
kiwi. 
“On a small acreage you can’t make 
much money on alfalfa,” explained Ro­ 
main. 
The kiwi is a small fruit, fuzzy and 
brown on the outside and lime green in 
color on the inside. When peeled, it has 
the texture of a peach and the taste of a 
plum, strawberry, banana and a guava 
combined 
The fruit is native to China and exotic 
to Californians. And therein lies the 
gamble. Is there a m arket for it here 
where most people think of the kiwi as 


some kind of bird from Australia or a 
good brand of shoe polish? 
Romain adm its that few stores now 
carry kiwi. In fact, he has only eaten one 
or two of them in his life 
Yet he said, “ I’m not too worried 
about that. It has a taste that everyone 
will like.” 
A lot of kiwi growers these days are 
banking on the “ uniquely delicious” 
taste of this fruit that looks like a small 
hairy potato. California’s newest crop, 
some 3.000 acres are planted today in 
kiwi. By 1980. that figure is expected to 
jump to 35.000 to 40,000. 
Kiwi crops are starting to be sown in 
F ran ce and Italy and m any oth er 
countries w here the clim a te , like 
California’s, is conducive to growth The 
biggest kiwi grower and exporter is New 
Zealand. 
There is a great deal of growing in­ 
terest in the kiwi. And. according to the 
grow ers and the literatu re floating 
around, there is a growing demand for 


kiwi. 
Because of its sweet taste, the fruit is 
attracting consumers for six or seven 
reasons It contains six tim es the amount 
of vitamin C in citrus and four times the 
minerals, is low in calories, can be 
stored in refrigerators for long periods 
and is available during winter months 
when there are few other fresh fruits on 
the market. 
Known as the Chinese gooseberry in 
other parts of the world, the kiwi is a t­ 
tracting growers for one reason 
they 
sell like gold nuggets. One little 
gooseberry often sells for 45 cents in the 
market. 
California kiwi growers report receiv­ 
ing an average now of $2.200 per ton 
while they are reaping a six to 10 ton 
harvest off each acre. Even if the price 
goes down to 35 cents per pound to 
growers, as it might one day when supply 
and demand balance out. a 10 ton crop 
will bring $8,000 per acre 
California growers are encouraged by 
FBI agent destroyed Oswald note 
on orders from bureau superior 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An FBI agent 
said he destroyed a note from President 
Kennedy’s assassin. Lee Harvey Oswald, 
on orders from a superior two hours 
after Oswald himself was murdered, a 
top FBI official testified today. 
But the official said the note apparent­ 
ly had nothing to do with the Kennedy as­ 
sassination on Nov. 22, 1963. 
Jam es B 
Adams, deputy associate 
FBI director, also told a House Judiciary 
subcommittee in prepared testimony 
that another officer in the Dallas FBI of­ 
fice said he had no knowledge of what 
happened to the note. 
“The supervisor has told us that he had 
no knowledge of the disposition of the 
note,” Adams said. 
But Adams said the agent who 
received the note “ stated that approx­ 
imately two hours after Oswald had been 
pronounced dead on Nov. 24, his super­ 
visor told him that the special agent in 
charge wanted to see them. 
“ He claimed that, upon arriving at the 
special agent in charge's office, he was 
instructed by the special agent in charge 
to destroy both the note and the 
memorandum regarding it that he had 
given the special agent in charge on the 
night of Nov. 22 " 


The agent, Adams added, “ told us he 
complied with these instructions.” 
Oswald was shot to death by Jack 
Ruby on Nov. 24. 1963 just two days after 
K ennedy’s a ssassin atio n , 
and 
the 
subcommittee is probing the relation­ 
ship between Oswald, Ruby and the FBI. 
Adams used no names in relating the 
results of an FBI investigation into the 
m atter and gave no reason for alleged 
destruction of the papers. 
But he told the com m ittee Ruby had 
never been a paid informant for the FBI 
and that the note from Oswald allegedly 
was a threat to stop the FBI and police 
from bothering Oswald’s wife. 
Adams said employes of the Dallas 
FBI bureau confirmed earlier reports 
the brief note to the agent, who had been 
investigating alleged subversive ac­ 
tivities by Oswald, had nothing to do with 
the Kennedy murder. 


Quoting a secretary at the FBI, Adams 
testified the note said: 
“Let this be a warning. I will blow up 
the FBI and the Dallas Police Depart­ 
ment if you don’t stop bothering my 
wife.” 
O thers interview ed supported the 
secretary. Adams said. 
Spain's Franco critical 
from heart condition 


In the prepared testimony, Adams 
denied one published report that Ruby 
was a paid FBI informant. 


Rep. Don Edwards, D-Calif , said in a 
prepared opening statem ent that the 
panel wanted to know about the Ruby 
allegations and investigate charges the 
FBI did not disclose all it knew about the 
assassination to the W arren Commis­ 
sion, which investigated Kennedy’s 
death 


Edwards said he wants to explore as 
fully as possible the circum stances and 
facts concerning the letter According to 
the report, a clerk in the New Orleans 
FBI field office said that southern field 
offices were alerted by message from 
the Washington FBI office that there 
would be an assassination attem pt 
against Kennedy in Dallas. The FBI has 
said there is no record of such a m es­ 
sage 


E d w a rd s’ p anel has le g isla tiv e 
jurisdiction over the FBI and has been 
looking particularly at the agency’s 
surveillance of citizens and protest 
groups 


Edwards said because of the printed 
allegations, m em bers of his panel agreed 
there should be questioning in that area 
but said the purpose of the inquiry “ is 
not to reopen the Warren Commission 
We just want to know what went on ’’

MADRID, Spain (UPI) - Generalis­ 
simo Francisco Franco was stricken 
with a heart ailment today and his condi­ 
tion is critical, sources close to the 
government said 
They said it was possible F ranco would 
hand over power to his designated suc­ 
cessor, 37-vear-old Prince Juan Carlos de 
Borbon. Franco, 82, the ruler of Spain for 
the past 36 years, was suffering from en­ 
docarditis. an inflammation on the inside 
of the heart, the sources said. 
They said he went into a coma early 
Tuesday but regained consciousness 
later. 
Government spokesmen had tried to 
play down news of Franco's condition, 
his worst sickness since a near fatal at­ 


tack of phlebitis 15 months ago 
At F ra n c o ’s suburban El P ardo 
Palace, spokesman Muel Lozano Sevilla 
said 
“ He has no problems with his 
heart ” 


Prim e Minister Carlo Arias Navarro 
visited Franco during the morning and 
afterw ards went to confer with Prince 
Juan Carlos. 


G overnm ent sources said th at a 
Barcelona specialist who treated Franco 
during his crisis last July was called to 
Madrid and examined the generalis­ 
simo. 


Franco caught influenza last Thursday 
but was able to chair a meeting of his 
cabinet on Friday

producer. New Zealand, is harvested by 
September and the California harvest 
begins in November 
Also encouraging is that the kiwi is not 
easily susceptible to pests and viruses 
It will be four years before Romain 
begins to reap the benefit of his labor and 
considerable 
financial 
investment 
in 
this, some skeptics claim, “ unproven 
and unknown” fruit 
In the meantime, there is much w ater­ 
ing, fertilizing and general caretaking to 
be done 
Deer and gophers enjoy dining on his 
costly kiwi vine plants, and Romain 
must deal with these uninvited guests 
Too, the wind is something to be con­ 
sidered because the plants can be 
damaged by it 
Romain. who has about 40 cows on his 
120-acre ranch, originally planted two 
and a half acres of kiwi, but the half acre 
mvsteriously died Too much water'* He 
says he will probably replant

PEKING (UPI) 
Chairman MaoTse 
tung called in Secretary of State Henry 
A 
Kissinger today and diplomatic 
sources said Mao warned the United 
States against the dangers of its policy of 
detente with the Soviet Union 
The sources said Mao argued that the 
Soviets are being aggressive in Western 
Europe and Asia and that detente would 
do the United States no good 
Mao summoned Kissinger in a surprise 
move while the secretary was engaged in 
talks with Vice Premier Teng Hsiaoping 
and Foreign Minister Chiao Kuan-hua 
The summons came with such sudden­ 
ness that Kissinger was unable to attend 
a diplomatic reception he was giving for 
2.000 persons, including the Soviet 
delegation to Peking 


Diplomats said Mao bestowed the rare 
gesture of an audience on Kissinger a|>- 
parently not only to signify the impor­ 
tance of Sino-American relations but to 
dram atize China s unhappiness over 
America's detente policy with Russia, 
Peking's arch enemy 


An American source said Kissinger 
and Teng had failed to reach any under­ 
standing in their talks Monday and today 
on detente, Europe and Asia 


According to the source. Kissinger 
found the Chinese “misunderstanding 
detente “ The source said the Chinese 
repeatedly cited last sum m er’s 35 nation 
summit in Helsinki 
where East and 
W estern E uropean heads of state 
pledged themselves to work out any dif­ 
ferences by peaceful means - as an es­ 
pecially sore point in their diagnosis of 
detente 


Kissinger and the Chinese also could 
find no agreement on differences over 
North Korea and Vietnam, the source 
said 
Kissinger had hoped Peking would 
agree to push harder to keep North 
Korea from threatening a new war with 
South Korea 
There was no immediate indication 
how Kissinger replied to Mao on detente 
The official Chinese news agency 
reported the Mao-Kissinger meeting It 
said it was held in a “ friendly at­ 
mosphere" and that the two leaders 
“discussed a wide range of questions 
It 
said that Mao asked Kissinger to relav 
his regards to President Ford 
A m eeting with Mao. 82-year-old 
founder of the Chinese Communist state, 
is the highest honor Peking can bestow 
upon a visitor 
Diplomats said it indicated Peking s 
pleasure with the state of Smo- American 
relations They said it was a good sign 
for President Ford’s post Thanksgiving 
Day visit which Kissinger is arranging 
“ The Secretary found the meeting 
very u sefu l.’’ a S tate D epartm ent 
spokesman said But no details of what 
was discussed at the meeting were 
announced 
Diplomats said that the exact dates of 
the presidential visit had been worked 
out by Kissinger but they did not disclose 
them 
Mao s summons came when Kissinger 
and seven aides were meeting in the 
Great Hall of the People with Vice 
Prem ier Teng llsiao-ping. Foreign Min­ 
ister Chiao Kuan-hua and other Chinese

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford said he felt “ much better” today, 
but he canceled his official schedule for 
the second straight day due to a cold and 
sinus congestion 
A spokesman said “ it’s pretty likely" 
Ford will limit himself to a lighter than 
normal schedule the rest of the week 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said 
William Lukash, the White House physi­ 
cian. examined the President this morn­ 
ing and concluded he was “ showing con­ 
siderable improvement" after a 10-hour 
night’s sleep, although Ford still had a sl­ 
ight fever of 99 4 degrees 
Nessen said Ford told him today, “ I 
feel much better My head is not as con­ 
gested and I’m not as achey ” 
But Lukash decided it would be best to 
continue Ford on a treatm ent program of 
“re stric te d activ ity , bed rest and 
medication” in the White House family 
quarters for another day 
Nessen said first lady Betty Ford also 
now has "symptoms of a cold." with 
nasal congestion and some aches 
He 
said she was not running a fever, but was 
taking aspirin and a decongestant 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The United 
States and the Soviet Union have signed 
a five-year agreement providing for 
more stable Russian purchases of I ' S 
w heat and corn 
T hey s till a re 
n e g o tia tin g a deal for A m erican 
purchase of Russian oil 
President Ford announced the grain 
agreement 
Monday 
He immediately 
lifted an embargo on U S grain sales to 
the Soviet Union that had been in effect 
since August 
The embargo on Soviet grain sales was 
imposed in August after the Russians 
had purchased 9 8 m illion tons of 
American wheat and com Ford’s deci 
sion to seek a long-term agreement an­ 
nounced Sept 11, convinced the AFL-CIO 
longshoremen to suspend a boycott 
against loading the Soviet-bought gram 
onto ships 
The longshoremen feared the sales 
would hike domestic food prices as hap­ 
pened after large Soviet grain purchases 
in 1972 


The two countries also are trying to 
work out details of a five-year proposal 
for U S 
purchases of Soviet oil 
Ad­ 
ministration officials said price is the 
main problem 
Federal Energy Administrator Frank 
Zarb said the United States wants the oil 
at “ favorable prices" 
presumably 
below the going world rate 
The gram agreement, negotiated m 
Moscow, provides for a minimum annual 
Soviet purchase of six million tons of 
corn and wheat over five years starting 
Oct 1, 1976 Ford said it represents $1 
billion in annual export revenues 
The pact allows the Russians to buy an 
additional two million tons a year if they 
want and provides an “ escape clause 
for the United States should 1 S crop 
production fall short of need 
Ford released a “ letter of intent 
to 
the Russians which says negotiations 
will resume this month for American 
purchase of 200.000 barrels a day of 
Soviet crude oil and petroleum products

The oasis, as designed by landscape 
architect graduate Rob Northrop, will be 
planted in three type of trees 
bot­ 
tlebrush. A ustralian tea and pink 
meldaluca — and several kinds of shrubs 
- barberry, ceanothus. carm el creeper, 
firethorn and India hawthorn 
The African trailing daisy that already 
grow there will continue as part of the 
new landscape 
The motion comes after a long time ef­ 
fort on part of the city and the commis 
sion to ha''e the appearance of the state 


owned Wye upgraded It is located at the 
intersection of Highway 1 and Lompoc 
Casmalia Hoad north of Lomp<x' 
Jack Anderson park superintendent 
told the commission, “ We’ll present this 
project to the state and if they say no 
fine We'll ask them to come up with 
something better It's their property 
The project drawing was presented by 
Anderson with the request that the com­ 
mission present it to the City Council as 
well as finance it and send it on to the 
state for approval, which is needed 
before the city can implement it 
Since beautifying the Wye has been on 
the commission’s beautification list for a 
couple of years they quickly agreed to 
take over the project from this point on 
Northrop was also present at the

In 1973, reads the complaint, 
Redrick “ was investigated by 
agents of his em ployer 
regarding thefts at the club No 
evidence was ever found in­ 
cluding (Redrick), and no 
charges of any sort were ever 
brought against him However, 
while under investigation, (he) 
was restricted in the perfor­ 
mance of his duties, unlike a 
Caucasian employe who was 
under a similar investigation at 
about the same time.’’ 


Later that year, the Open 
Mess Advisory Council voted to 
eliminate Redrick’s job based 
on the recommendation of a 
1971 study.

population figure. 
Maps proposing the shift of 
much of Santa Ynez Valley, in­ 
cluding Buellton, Solvang, 
Santa Ynez. Ballard and Los 
Olivos from Supervisor James 
M Slater’s Third District to 
Board chairman Francis H. 
Beattie’s Fourth District, along 
with other shifts, were on ex­ 
hibit, and will be considered 
along with others at the hear­ 
ing 
A county redistricting com- 
m ittee com prising Ad­ 
ministrative Officer Raymond 
D 
Johnson, Auditor Paul 
Floyd, Planning Director Britt 
Johnson, and County Clerk 
Howard Menzel was named to 
study the proposals. 
County Counsel George 
Kading asked to be relieved of 
assignment to the committee as 
he will advise the county, and 
Floyd was added in Kading’s 
place at the request of Second 
District Supervisor Robert E. 
Kallman Kallman said he was 
concerned with the “ financial 
aspects” of redistricting plans. 
New population figures 
gleaned from the special county 
census to start late this month 
will be utilized in boundary dis­ 
trict proposals. Fifth District 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher 
said two maps placed on exhibit 
yesterday by the Planning 
Department could be used “ as a 
starting point” in discussions.

The preliminary maps also

Detention facility

Construction of the proposed 
20-bed north county detention 
facility near Santa Maria 
seemed assured Monday when 
the Board of Supervisors ap­ 
proved a low base bid of 
$785,570 submitted by J.W 
Bailey, of Santa Barbara. 
The project was assured 
when the board agreed to a 
transfer of $27,000 in funds from 
another Santa Maria project to 
make up the difference 
between the low bid and the 
amount set in the 1975-76 county 
budget. 
The Foster Road project near 
the Santa Maria sheriff’s sub­ 
station had seemed bogged 
down at one point financially, 
due to fast-rising construction 
costs and the fact that only

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Zarb says U.S. 'worse off' 
than before oil embargo 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
While congressmen debate ev­ 
erything from bringing back the 
blimp to making cars less gas- 
thirsty, Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministrator- Frank G. Zarb 
warns that the nation is worse 
off — fuel wise — than before 
the Arab oil embargo two years 
ago. 
Zarb had a mostly gloomy 
report Monday to mark two 
years since U S oil imports 
were cut drastically by the em­ 
bargo 
All major indicators of 
energy self-sufficiency “ are 
moving in the wrong direc­ 
tion,” Zarb told reporters Im­ 
ports are up. domestic produc­ 
tion is down, and Congress has 
yet to pass a major energy 
package President Ford can ac­ 
cept 
But he said Americans are 
more conscious of saving fuel 
and more aware of the shor­ 
tages. And drivers are 
demanding more fuel-efficient 
cars, he said: “There is a vote 
being generated in the sho­ 
wroom" and automakers are 
responding. 
House and Senate conferees 
meeting on the comprehensive 
energy bill agreed Monday that 
automakers should be forced to 
meet certain gas mileage stan­ 
dards: 18 miles per gallon in the

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate intelligence committee 
wants to find out “ who knew 
what” about more than 20 years 
of illegal CIA and FBI inspec­ 
tion or opening of millions of 
letters going through U.S. 
postal offices. 
Snooping on mail to and from 
Communist countries between 
1952 and 1973 at postal stations 
in New York, San Francisco. 
New Orleans and Honolulu was 
brought to light in the June 
report of the Rockefeller Com­ 
mission on CIA activities and at 
hearings by other congressional 
panels. 
At hearings today, the Senate 
committee set out to dig deeper 
and try to find out how high up 
was the knowledge and approv­ 
al of administrations running 
from Eisenhower to Nixon 
“ We are attempting to piece 
together the interrelationship 
of the agencies involved and 
trace the line of command — 
who knew what” a spokesman 
said. 
Witnesses included Gordon 
Stewart. Thomas Abernathy 
and Don Glennon, senior of­ 
ficials with the CIA Inspector 
General’s department, and 
Howard Osborn, CIA director of 
security in the late 60s and ear­ 
ly 70s. 
Testimony before the Rock­ 
efeller Commission showed 
that the CIA got into the mail 
business claiming foreign 
agents before 1952 knew the 
U.S. mails were safe and used 
them freely. 


But the operation expanded 
beyond suspected foreign 
agents to include interception 
of letters between Americans 
and foreign countries and 
became part of the CIA’s 
“Operation CHAOS” to disrupt 
activities of dissidents and an­ 
tiwar groups. Considerable in­ 
formation also was passed on to 
the FBI. 
Committee Chairman Sen 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, has 
said a letter he wrote while 
visiting Moscow and mailed to 
his mother-in-law in California 
was opened and copied by the 
CIA.

“ Workers United Will Over­ 
come" with the avowed aim of 
forcing the ouster of Prime 
Minister Jose Pinheiro de 
Azevedo and his Socialist- 
dominated cabinet.

BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - 
More shootings, killings and 
fears of kidnapings kept Beirut 
deserted today and sniper fire 
and barricades made roads in 
many areas unsafe. 
Four persons died and 13 
others were injured in a fresh 
outbreak of fighting involving 
Moslem leftists and right-wing 
Christians, bringing casualties 
in the five-week-long battle to 
600 dead and about 1.400 
wounded.

Thousands of Moroccans 
mass for Sahara march 
RABAT. Morocco (UPI) — 
Tens of thousands of Moroccans 
massed in the chill Atlas Moun­ 
tains today for the start of a 
march across the desert to lav 
claim to Spanish Sahara 
About 20.000 volunteers the 
first of 350,000 promised by 
King Hassan, gathered at dawn 
in Ksar es Souk, a village in 
eastern Morocco, for the first 
leg of the journey. 
The volunteers, leaving Ksar 
es Souk by truck this morning, 
were the first of the marchers 
to set out for Agadir, a staging 
area 350 miles to the southwest 
The 350.000 men and women 
will go by train Saturday to the 
Spanish Sahara border, another 
200 miles to the south 
Organizers said the the mam­ 
moth procession, accompanied 
by trucks with tents, food, doc­ 
tors. nurses and ambulances, 
would take two days to walk 
across the desert into Spanish 
Sahara. 
A high Moroccan official said 
King Hassan II would not 
abandon plans to lead the mass 
march unless Spain agrees to 
open talks for the surrender of 
the colony. 
“Our march can be called off 
only if Spain proceeds formally 
to open direct negotiations with 
Morocco assuring its withdraw­ 
al from the region concerned.”

LETS TALK ABOUT NEWSPAPER 
ADVERTISING

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SHOULD YOU PR EPA R E YOUR OWN ADS 
OR SEEK H ELP? 


Everyone who has been in businevs for a few years 
should have learned many valuable lessons about pre 
paring his own newspaper advertising, if he has done 
much advertising during his business life. This is 
probably the reason for the old adage wl.ich states that 
everyone is his own favorite ad writer. 


It is certainly true that experience is the best teacher, 
hut where advertising dollars are concerned, unless you 
have "hit on" an advertising approach that works 90% of 
the time to your advantage, you are taking a definite 
gamble if you don’t seek the advice and counsel of your 
newspaper advertising representative Here are a few 
good reasons why this is fact: 


1. Your newspaper rep is not just a salesman. He has 
serviced many accounts and knows from past expen 
ence the type of advertising that "works", and. of 
course, the kind that does not prove resultful. 


2. Your own advertising experience, though it may in 
volve years in your business, is limited only to the re 
suits obtained through your own trial and error. For 
example, jewelers, druggists and bankers may know 
all there is to know about their businesses, but it is 
only logic to submit to the possibility that they cannot 
be experts in all aspects of business. If this were not 
true there would be no need to have specialists such as 
accountants, corporate attorneys, quality controllers, 
etc. 
3. If you are a “lone wolf when it comes to preparing 
your advertising, the chances are you will make mis 
lakes that will lose business you could have had by 
simply getting and using an experienced advertising 
man’s opinion. If you are going to spend money for ad 
vertising why not get as much results as possible’ 
What difference does it make who came up with the 
"good ideas" as long as you get good results? 


There are advertisers who will not take suggestions for 
improvement of their ads, but these are the same people 
you II find crying the blues about insufficient results from 
their advertising. If you enjoy creating your own ads. 
fine, do it! But, don t shut yourself off from the benefits 
that are attainable by having another opinion before your 
ads goto press Especially the opinion of your newspaper 
advertising representative 


Remember, there are thousands of professional 
advertising and copywriting men m the world, and even 
they, the pros that are supposed to know everything 
about advertising, NEVER place an ad m a newspaper or 
other media without consulting other men and women in 
the field. Two heads are still better than one! 


If you are a businessman who has help from suppliers, 
in the preparation of advertising layouts, you are indeed 
fortunate. A supplier providing you with professionally 
prepared 
ads. 
pre tested 
for 
positive 
results, 
is 
performing a very worthwhile service, even if you must 
pay a small fee for it. If you doubt this, ask an 
independent advertising preparation service what they 
would charge for the creation of just ONE ad; you will be 
convinced! 


Is working with an advertising agency a good idea’ 
Absolutely, if your budget is big enough to interest an 
agency. Most agencies *ork on a 15% commission which 
is paid them in the form of a discount from the media in 
which they place your advertising So. except (or special 
service charges such as artwork, photography, supplies, 
etc , the service costs you nothing, and you have the dis 
tinct advantage of having highly experienced advertising 
personnel create for your approval all of your ads (if 
course, care in selecting an agency should be exercised by 
talking to other clients of the agency to evaluate serv ice. 
whether they meet their deadlines on time, pay their bills 
on time. and. above all. whether (heir advertising gets 
results. 


Eor the smaller businessman not large enough to be 
attractive to an agency, and not large enough to maintain 
a full time advertising manager, votir best bargain is 
your newspaper’s advertising representative He II serve 
you well if you let him and your advertising will be far 
more resultful with his guidance than without it'

Brookes M. Davis concert review

Brookes M 
D avis, organist, was 
presented in concert Sunday afternoon 
by the Lompoc Music Association and 
the United Church of Christ at 3346 
Constellation Road 
The concert took 
place on that church’s newly installed 
baroque organ 
This performance was 
the first of six to be presented during the 
year 
That Davis is a knowledgeable and 
w idely 
exp erienced 
m usician w as 
demonstrated by lengthy and interesting 
comments on the history of music and 
the use of the organ. He plays with 
a u th o rity 
and 
im a g in a tio n 
and 
demonstrated the great love he has for 
this particular organ. Indeed it was a 
shame there was not a full house to hear 
this specially prepared program 
Some mechanical problems did mar to 
a slight degree and are mentioned only to 
vindicate the organist These were twO' 
reluctant keys, some bass pipes needing 
voicing, and foot pedals not being exactly 
where expected However it must be said 
that this is a fine organ with a true 


baroque tone quality. It is situated in a 
church with acoustics which allow it to 
be heard to the best advantage. 


The hymn “ Blessed Jesus at Thy 
Word" was sung by the audience along 
with the two “Chorale Prelude" settings 
by Bach 
This is much as they would 
have been used in Bach’s time. 'Hiis was 
followed by the dem anding chorale 
prelude “ In 'Thee is Gladness” from the 
Orgelbuchlein. 


Southern Germany was represented by 
Johann 
P achelbel’s “ Prelude in D 
Minor” This was an excellent perfor- 
manc'e of what Davis considers the most 
joyful of his works. 'The flute stops were 
shown to good advantage in Jean Fran­ 
cois D andrieu’s liv ely p iece “ The 
F'ifers” 


An easily understandable “ Prelude 
and Fugue in C Major" by Josef Seger 
represented 
the extensive 
Bohemian 
S c h o o l 
T r u m p e t

DUGWAY. Utah (UPI) - 
Army officials have denied they 
are sto rin g “ s u b s ta n tia l” 
amounts of deadly germ war­ 
fare agents at Dugway Proving 
Ground in the western Utah 
desert. 
They ad m itted M onday, 
however, that the toxins men­ 
tioned in a weekend television 
news report are kept at the base 
but only in amounts permitted 
by presidential directives. 
“ We re taking a bum rap,” 
Steve Wright. Dugway base in­ 
formation officer, said. ‘‘The 
whole thing is out of perspec­ 
tive. 
“We have laboratory quanti­ 
ties of c e rta in biological 
agents. You would probably 
find the same materials in any 
major university bio-research 
lab in the nation.” 
Wright criticized an NBC-TV 
news report that said the Army 
w as s to rin g s u b s ta n tia l 
amounts of staphylococcus tox­ 
in and smaller amounts of dead­ 
ly botulism toxins at the Utah 
testing facility. NBC also said 
the Army was not currently us­ 
ing the toxins in any research. 
The Army spokesman said 
the news account gave the im­ 


pression th at Dugway was 
keeping large amounts of the 
toxins for no good reason. 
“There is a fair amount of 
certainty that they will be used 
in future tests — and we would 
rather store them than have to 
recreate them .” Wright said 
“ The amounts in question are 
entirely within the presidential 
guidelines. We are playing by 
the rules.” 
He said the Dugway uses the 
toxins for field testing of filter 
system s, masks, protective 
clothing and detection devices 
used by U S. troops The tests 
are conducted under heavy 
security in specially equipped 
indoor laboratories. 
Wright said the Dugway toxin 
stores included three strains of 
staphyloccus toxins — weighing 
about three-tenths of a pound — 
and two types of botulism 
cultures weighing less than 
100th of an ounce. 
He admitted that the small 
amount of botulism was proba­ 
bly enough to kill a thousand 
people or more. 
“ I suppose 
you could stretch it that far, but 
you would have to line them all 
up and give them an injection.” 
Wright added.

GM claims standards 
to cut fuel economy 


MILFORD, Mich 
(UPI) - 
General Motors says part of the 
38 per cent fuel economy gains 
made in the past two years will 
be lost in attempts to meet the 
government’s 1978 clean air 
standards. 
GM Executive Vice President 
Howard Kehrl said Monday 
many m otorists m ight not 
notice the difference in gas 
mileage because cars will be 
shorter, lighter and powered by 
smaller engines. But he said, 
new cars will not deliver the 
same economy as 1975 models 
of the same size. 
A House-Senate conference 
co m m ittee in W ashington 
agreed Monday to require 
automobiles to meet gasoline 
mileage goals of 18 miles per 
gallon on 1978 models The 1976 
models average 17.6 m.p.g. and 
the improvement could be met 
simply through the sale of more 
small, cars since the govern­ 
ment’s figures are on a sales- 
weighted average. 
Kehrl said the catalytic con­ 
verter. a muffler-like device 
responsible for most of the im­ 
provement in the past two 
years, still is the best way to 
meet 1977 model standards. But 
there are fears that the con­ 
verters may be emitting poten­ 
tially dangerous sulfuric acid 
mists. 
Kehrl said GM and the EPA 
have now determ ined that 
converter-equipped cars in all 
but California emit no more sul­ 
furic acid than older cars 
without the catalytic device. In 
California, however, an air 
pump is added to engines to 
help meet even stricter clean 
air standards and there is the 
possibility of higher sulfuric 
acid emissions. 
The effects of stricter clean 
air standards already are evi­ 
dent in cars sold in California 
Kehrl said cars already have 10 
per cent poorer fuel economy in 


California than elsewhere in the 
country and predicted they 
would fall 20 per cent behind in 
1977. 


GM’s top-rated Chevrolet 
Chevette. an overall 33 m.p.g 
performer in 49 states, comes 
in at 28 m.p.g, in California. 


As for fuel economy penalties 
in 1978, Kehrl said. “ It could be 
anywhere from going out of 
business to none because we 
simply don’t know how to meet 
those standards.” 


“ We need a technological 
breakthrough to meet the stan­ 
dards without the major fuel 
economy penalties that now 
seem inevitable,” Kehrl said

He s come a long way 
Darrell recalls old Browns

BOSTON (U PI) - Now that he’s 
managing in the World Series and 
everyone's making a fuss over him. 
crowding around him for his opinion, his 
autograph or his time, it wouldn’t be any 
trouble at all for Darrell Johnson to gloss 
over his baseball beginning, brush it un­ 
der the rug so to speak 
All he has to do is mention it and most 
people laugh 
Sh-h-h. don’t breathe this around too 
much, but Darrell Johnson broke in with 
the old St Louis Browns That’s right, 
those fumbling, bumbling Brownies who 
still symbolize baseball futility in the ab­ 
solute even though they’ve been in­ 
operative now more than 20 years. 
How bad were the St Louis Browns’ 
Well, they were the only club in history 
who found a wav of mathematically 
eliminating themselves by May. Bill 
Yeeck. the man who had them at the end, 
said if he could trade enough of them to 
the other American League clubs, he 


could louse up the rest of the league. 
But Darrell Johnson, now managing 
the Boston Red Sox, isn’t the least bit 
defensive over the fact he came up 
through the St. Louis Browns’ chain and 
was no more than a backup catcher for 
them in 1952 


"I had very mediocre talent,” he con­ 
fesses, "But I could catch.” 


He could, indeed, and says no matter 
what others thought about the Browns he 
was proud to be with them. 
"They were in the big leagues weren't 
they9" he asks. 
Just barely. 


Some people felt the Yankees’ peren­ 
nially powerful Newark ballclub which 
annually overran all opposition in the 
International League could beat the 
Browns not only on any given Sunday but 
also the rest of the week 
“ The guys who were with the Browns 
when I were with them were a great 
bunch I still remember all of them." 


says D a r r e ll Johnson, smiling, because 
everybody smiles talking about the 
Browns. 
Darrell Johnson has a special memory 
of a man who managed the Browns when 
he was with them, the late .Rogers 
Hornsby 
“ How could anybody ever forget 
him9" says Johnson. “ He had the most 
unique way of changing pitchers of any 
manager I’ve ever seen He wouldn’t 
ever come out of the dugout to change a 
pitcher He'd just put two fingers in his 
mouth like this, whistle once toward the 
bullpen, then toward the mound and say 
‘You. in; You, out1’ 
“ I asked him why he did that, once, 
and he told me he had gone out to the 
mound to take a pitcher out 15 years 
before and the pitcher had talked him out 
of yanking him Hornsby said he had 
never even gotten back to the dugout 
when the batter hit the ball out of the 
park i ’ll never let a pitcher ever do that 
to me again.’ he said "

The Cincinnati Reds lead the Boston Red Sox 3-2 in the 
series, which resumes tonight in Boston 
Barnett made a controversial decision in the 10th inning of 
the third World Series game in Cincinnati after the Reds’ 
Ted Armbrister was involved in a collision with Boston 
catcher Carlton Fisk The Red Sox claimed interference, but 
Barnett ruled there was none 
The collision followed a bunt by Armbrister Fisk then 


threw the ball into centerfield trying to get a runner at se­ 
cond base Pete Rose walked to fill the bases and Joe 
Morgan got a hit to give the Reds a 6-5 win. 
"Local sources produced the information that mail 
threatening and harassing Barnett has been arriving daily at 
Fenway ever since the Series adjourned here from Cincin­ 
nati on Friday,” the article said 
"While not confirmed by the sources, it was believed that 
the threat against Barnett and his family was the result of 
the disputed call,” it said 
The threat that resulted in the guard and investigation 
came in a telegram from Cincinnati, the story said 
Also, the article said, "extortion demands have been made 
on Barnett, and the other five umpires working the 
Series.” 
The article said. "An FBI agent is with Barnett during his 
every waking hour and even screens Barnett’s mail which he 
picks up in the umpires’ room in Fenway Park.” It said a 
round-the-clock guard has been placed on Barnett’s family.

Mendenhall and the rest of the Giants 
were savoring their upset 17-14 win over 
the Bills in Monday night’s nationally- 
televised National Football League 
game. The Giants won it in the last six- 
seconds when kicker George Hunt booted 
a 37 yard field goal. 


"It was perfect,” Hunt said of his win­ 
ning kick. "It felt like I never even 
touched it It just felt real sweet. It got 
off real good and took off.” 
The Bills took off to a 14-0 lead in the 
first half when Simpson ran in from the 
one in the first quarter. The second Buf­ 
falo touchdown, set up after linebacker 
John Skorupan intercepted a Craig 
Morton pass, came when Bills quarter­ 
back Joe Ferguson hit J.D. Hill in the 
end zone with a 13-yard pass. 
Morton moved the Giants 91 yards in 
eight plays later in the first half, capped 
by a 20-yard touchdown pass to Ray 
Rhodes. New York drove another 90 
yards and Ron Johnson ran 16 yards 
around left end for the touchdown at 6:31 
of the final period. 
Ferguson threw two second half in­ 
terceptions which led to New York field 
goal attempts from 50 and 47 yards, 
which both failed.

Sun dries up Fenway; 
Sox sick but ready 


BOSTON (U PI) - The sun finally 
broke through the fog and haze, signaling 
the end of three days of rain and the go- 
ahead sign for Game Six of the World 
Series at Fenway Park tonight between 
the Cincinnati Reds and the Boston Red 
Sox. 
Boston manager Darrell Johnson will 
send the ace of his staff, cigar-puffing 
Luis Tiant, with two Series wins to his 
credit already, against the Big Red 
Machine. Of major concern was whether 
the cold weather would bother Tiant’s 
cranky back. 
"If his back’s OK. Luis will be OK,” 
said Boston pitching coach Stan 
Williams. Luis confirmed that his back 
was fit. 
Thus it appeared that the wettest 
World Series since 1962 finally would 
continue. 
After 40 minutes of marching around 
the soggy outfield and consulting with of­ 
ficials and umpires, baseball Commis­ 
sioner Bowie Kuhn — at precisely 3:50 
p.m. Monday — called off game six — for 
the third straight day, and re-scheduled 
it for 8:30 p.m. EDT tonight. 


"The weather report for Tuesday is 
quite good,” Kuhn explained. "The 
forecast for a Monday game wasn’t all 
that bad either, but the condition of the 
field just wasn’t suitable, we felt, for 
game conditions 
"Although we felt the field could be 
playable for a Tuesday afternoon game, 
it most surely will be playable by Tues­ 
day night.” 
In addition to the steady rains pelting 
this city for three straight days, the bone 
chilling dampness accompanying it took 
its toll of the Red Sox from owner Tom 


Yawkey down. 
Yawkey, Manager Darrell Johnson, 
outfielder Dwight Evans, first baseman 
Carl Yastrzemski, reliever Rogelio 
Moret. and sixth game starter Luis Tiant 
have been battling severe chest colds all 
week.

Rocky Bleier is an American hero So was Oliver Sipple 
Bleier and Sipple both saw combat as American ser* 
vicemen in Vietnam, both were decorated for valor, both are 
receiving disability pay. 
As civilians back in the states, both performed highly 
publicized heroic deeds. 
Bleier is a starting running hack on the Super Bowl- 
champion Pittsburgh Steelers — and as if this weren't 
mythic enough in the eyes of the public. Bleier was resolute 
enough to struggle back after his legs were shot up in Viet­ 
nam (doctors thought he might never walk again, let alone 
run). 
Oliver Sipple is credited with saving the life of the Presi­ 
dent of the United States. Sipple became widely known on 
Sept 22 when police said he knocked aside a gun aimed by 
Sara Jane Moore while in a crowd on a San Francisco street. 
Miss Moore is charged with attempting to assassinate Presi­ 
dent Ford 
Bleier is acclaimed, receiving the cheers of multitudes on 
Sundays, showered with a sympathetic press, the author 
(with Terry O’Neill) of a recently published autobiography, 
“Fighting Back ” 
The first time Sipple had a chance to speak with his 
mother by phone after his sudden recognition, she hung up on 
him Recently, Sipple has filed a $15 million invasion of 
privacy suit against news media for reporting that he was a 
homosexual. 
Sipple’s suit charges that through news reports, “his 
brothers and his sisters learned for the first time of his 
homosexual orientation, and accordingly and consequential­ 
ly abandoned the plaintiff.” 
In addition, the suit said he was exposed to contempt and 
ridicule, causing him great mental anguish, embarrassment 
and humiliation ” 
Bleier was in New York recently, the day it happened, of 
Sipple’s suit. 
“I feel lousy about this,” said Bleier, from under his promi­ 
nent mustache. He was wearing a colorful sport jacket on 
his thick, 5-10 frame. His eyes are candid behind his glasses, 
his speech is forthright. 
He neither looks nor sounds like the stereotype football 
player. 
“I think I know what it’s like to be in Sipple’s shoes — peo­ 
ple are always saying to me, 'Jeez, you don’t seem like a 
football player,’ ” said Bleier. 
“And in a way football players and homosexuals have a 
common bond — we re both stereotyped A football player is 
generally considered to be not real bright, not able to read 
terribly well, who walks around with his knuckles dragging 
on the ground. 
“A gay is supposed to be a pervert, one who exposes 
himself in men’s rooms, who is a threat to young boys. Well, 
this is far from the truth, according to my information.” 
“For example, I thought it was interesting what Leonard 
Matlovich had to say about it. He is the man in the Air Force 
who admitted being homosexual, and fought being forced 
out. He said that he is simply attracted to the male sex — 
and is not after little kids or performing antisocial activities 
in men’s rooms.

Wallace having tough 
time getting appointments 


BONN, West Germany (UPI > 
— Alabama Gov, George 
Wallace seems to be having a 
tough time convincing Western 
Europe's leaders to meet him 
during his two-week, five- 
nation tour 
Wallace, leaving Bonn today 
for West Berlin, failed in ef­ 
forts to meet West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and 
President W alter Scheel 
Earlier, Pope Paul VI turned 
down his request for an appoint­ 
ment 


Wallace's Bonn schedule was 
reduced to a briefing at the U S 
embassy and a session at his 
hotel with West German 
businessmen in an effort to 
drum up sales for Alabama 


Aides said the governor 
doesn’t plan to do anything 
special in West Berlin, but he’s 
talking about the possibility of 
making a trip to Communist 


East Berlin 
The aides said Wallace asked 
for meetings in Bonn with 
Schmidt and Scheel but was 
told they were out of town dur­ 
ing the governor's two-day 
stay 
Actually, both leaders spent 
part of the two days in Bonn 
But Schmidt’s office said he 
had unspecified “ internal ap­ 
pointments" and was “ too 
busy’’ to see Wallace. Scheel’s 
office said he “ had prior 
engagements.” 


Wallace told reporters the 
Pope turned down a meeting 
Saturday because “ it’s the Holy 
Year and he only sees heads of 
state ” But the Pope received 
French Justice Minister Jean 
Leeanuet — not a head of state 
— on Saturday. 


Wallace, asked to comment, 
said. “ I’m not an official in the 
American government or a 


head of state If you continue to 
try to raise a fuss, you can’t do 
it 
The Pope can 't see 
everyone.” 
Although he hasn’t announced 
his candidacy, Wallace has said

keeps her alive. But one doctor 
says it would violate “ medical 
tradition ” 
New Jersey Attorney General 
William Hyland said the fami­ 
ly’s plan would be homicide. 
The Quinlans were scheduled 
to testify in Superior Court that 
21-year-old Karen Ann, their 
adopted daughter, has ended 
the “ earthly phase” of life and 
should he removed from a 
respirator. 
They want it so she can attain 
a “ better life.” 
Mr and Mrs. Quinlan and 
their daughter. Mary Ellen, 19. 
sat expressionless Monday as 
one of Karen’s doctors ex­ 
plained his refusal to comply 
with the family’s wish 


“ I have disconnected the 
respirators on several patients 
but they were considered brain 
dead," said Dr. Robert Morse, 


the state's leadoff witness. 
While there is little likeli­ 
hood that Karen will regain a 
cognitive existence, it would 
break medical tradition to 
remove her from the machine ” 
Morse testified Miss Quinlan 
blinks, grimaces and responds 
to clapping sounds. But in the 
six months he has treated her, 
he said, she has not given any 
indication of recognizing him, 
he said 
“ No doctor ever likes to 
arrive at the position where 
someone’s condition is definite­ 
ly irreversible,” he told the 
court “ She's awake, she falls 
asleep, hut she is in a coma and 
is totally unaware that we are 
there " 
Miss Quinlan fell into a coma 
April 14 after apparently taking 
a combination of alcohol and 
drugs Doctors have been un­ 
able to determine the exact 
cause of the coma. “ She is in a 
chronic, persistent vegetative 
state,’’ Morse said.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
chance of a severe nuclear 
power plant accident killing 
1.000 persons is about as slim as 
a meteor striking the earth and 
doing the same amount of 
damage, an atomic scientist 
said today. 
E Linn Draper Jr., director 
of the Nuclear Reactor Labora­ 
tory at the University of Texas, 
said an accident claiming 1,000 
lives could be expected only 
once in a million years. 
Less serious accidents, which 
could cause one death, one in­ 
jury and $100,000 damage out­ 
side of the power plant, could 
be expected once in 170 years, 
he said in testimony prepared 
for fact-finding hearings of the 
Assembly Resource. Land Use 
and Energy Committee. 


Representing the Atomic In­ 
dustrial Forum, a nuclear 
power trade association. Drap­ 
er based his accident predic­ 
tions on a hypothetical society 
with 100 nuclear reactors in 
operation.

WASHINGTON - All but a handful of 
the nation’s largest defense contractors 
have been successfully covering up 
billions of dollars in excess profits. 
This is the finding of a confidential 
study by a House Banking subcommittee 
which is d eterm in ed to close the 
legislative loopholes which make these 
excess profits possi­ 
ble 
Hordes of lobbyists, 
m e a n w h ile , 
a r e 
stru g g lin g to keep 
them open 
The billion dollar 
battle centers on the 
o b s e c u r e 
f e d e r a l 
Renegotiation Board, 
the only independent 
office in the Executive 
branch 
specifically 
charged with rooting 
out excess defense 
profits. 
But the beleaguered board is so under­ 
manned that each of its accountants 
must evaluate a staggering $15 million in 
defense spending every hour, the study 
asserts 
The banking subcommittee chairman. 
Rep Joseph Minish. D-N.J., backed by 
such veteran friends of austerity as 
Adm 
Hyman Rickover, has tried for 
years to bolster the board. 
Now. the Minish bill is being readied 
for House action. His subcommittee 
studv details the excess profit coverup: 
“ In 1966, of the 100 largest defense con­ 
tractors, none w ere subject to the 
renegotiation determ ination 
In 1967, 
there was onlv one; 1968, four; 1969, two; 
1970, two; 1971, three; 1972, two; 1973, 
seven; 1974. four 
“ It seems clear that either 95 per cent 
of the large contractors do not make ex­ 
cessive profits or else they are able to 
cover up their excessive profits. Un­ 
d o u b ted ly , the la tte r is the re a l 
reason 
The large corporations are able to 
avoid examination, the memo states, 
because of a “ profit-averaging” loophole 
which allows them to offset profits in one 
corporate division with losses from 
another 
“The present system discrim inates 
against the sm aller corporation which 
primarily operates a one-line product. 
(It) is unable to offset its excessive 
profits...” 
Minish has also targeted three other 
technical loopholes One allowed the big 
defense producers to escape renegotia­ 
tion on “ 15 billion of sales” in 1970 
alone, according to the memo.

resource industries by exempting cer­ 
tain of their raw m aterial sales from 
scrutiny by the board. 
The m ost o u tra g e o u s loophole, 
however, is one which perm its defense 
contractors to pocket $80,000 in excess 
profits even if they are caught by the 
board. The profit-taking ceiling was 
$40,000 until after 1972, and the General 
Accounting Office has estim ated that 
$16 million would have been lost to the 
taxpayers had the $80,000 regulation 
been in effect that year. 
Republicans in the House have tried to 
retain the $80,000 loophole. Indeed, the 
Ford Administration has been strangely 
silent on the bill, despite the fact it would 
save the government billions. 


One Board m em ber estim ated that 
merely adding 95 new staffers would 
mean a retrieval of $8 million for the 
governm ent in 1977 alone. But the 
President’s budget office has refused to 
assign any more auditors to the Board. 


Footnote: One of the busiest lobbyists 
against a stronger Renegotiation Board 
has been form er Rep. Charles Gubser, 
R-Calif., whose main distinction as a 
c o n g re s s m a n w as h is in c e s s a n t 
junketeering at taxpayers’ expense. 


SEXIST SECU RITY : Sexual d is­ 
crimination is so ingrained in the U.S. 
that 2.3 million or 18.3 per cent of all 
women over 65 are living their “ golden 
years” in poverty. 


According to an in ternal rep o rt 
prepared for the Senate Aging Commit­ 
tee, the average retired woman worker 
must subsist on Social Security pay­ 
ments of $180 a month Men average 
$225. 
As a result, almost twice as many 
women as men live in poverty after 
retirem ent Says the Senate study : 


“The differential reflects an economy 
in which women workers are dispropor­ 
tionately found in low-pay and part-time 
occupations, even when they are the 
mainstay of family support...” 


To improve the Social Security system 
for women, the committee report urges 
a dozen changes, including one to allow 
disabled widows and surviving divorced 
wives to collect payments regardless of 
age. 


Another change would give higher 
benefits to families in which both the 
husband and wife worked In some cases, 
now, a family with a non-working wife 
gets larger payments than the working 
couple, even though both had identical 
earnings. 


The study also recommends extending 
payments to close dependent relatives 
living in the house of a worker who dies, 
retires or is disabled. 


The Aging Committee, chaired by Sen. 
Frank Church. D-Idaho, will hold hear­ 
ings on the proposals later this week.

One of the most refreshing news items 
to come forth on w ater m atters in recent 
years was the unanimity that members 
of an ad hoc advisory committee on 
water reached enroute to approval for a 
position paper submitted this week to the 
County Water Agency. 


There are still some minor differences 
on the wording and 
maybe on the general 
concept of w ater for 
a g ric u ltu re use to 
name one, but there is 
ap p aren tly 
nothing 
there that prevented a 
meeting of the minds. 
All this is no small 
accomplishment. 
All 
too fa m ilia r is the 
refrain from the south 
county that if you want 
imported state w ater, 
order it and pay for it. 


'That thought is alien to the philosophy 
that underscored the original prospectus 
for the Cachuma Project. A gathering of 
officials in the late 1930s, I believe, 
projected the county into the damming 
of the Santa Ynez River at Cachuma with 
the “ all for one and one for a ll,” 
philosophy ringing in their ears. It was a 
few years later that differences set in. 


At any rate it was good to attend a 
meeting of the advisory committee in 
Solvang last Friday and see the agree­ 
ment on a position paper that was sent on 
to the W ater Agency for adoption. 


Aside from the questions of supply and 
demand there are other questions that 
could climb to the top of the list of 
priorities. W astewater reclamation is 
one The advisory com m ittee found itself 
temporarily hung up over the language 
aimed at the reuse of reclaimed water. It 
was interesting for this reporter at least 
to learn that secondary treated effluent 
from the City of Sacramento is incor­ 
porated in the state aqueduct water, but 
in quantities that are insignificant, ac­ 
cording to C harles H. 
L aw rance. 
engineer manager for the county w ater 
agency. It is obvious, judging from the 
language of the position paper, that the 
state and other entities on down the line 
are sensitive to the public’s feelings 
about the use of reclaimed w ater The 
public in other words is not yet ready to 
accept the idea that effluent from our 
collective sewer plants can be made 
beneficial for agriculture, 
let alone 
potable for human consumption. 


One example from the position paper 
will illustrate the sensitive approach to 
the question of w ater reclamation: “ We 
feel that reclamation and reuse should 
be practiced where they can be fully 
justified and should be deferred. lacking 
valid justification.” 


There is another question that could be 
a m ajor alternative to taking state water 
through San Luis Obispo via the coastal 
aqueduct: “ We are even studying the 
possibilities of interim and — or perm a­ 
nent importation of supplemental water 
via Ventura County, which would involve 
the West Branch. California Aqueduct.” 


As suggested several years ago, the 
w ater could be brought by'siphon across 
the mountains from a point at Castaic 
and the Central Valley aqueduct, to Lake 
Casitas for storage and after that, on de­ 
mand, up the coast to southern Santa 
Barbara County. 


There is still another question among 
many, that may lump large as time pas­ 
ses. In the early days of the county’s ap­ 
proach to the state project and our com- 
comitment to participation, it was com­ 
mon to think of the state w ater as being 
better quality than was to be found un­ 
derground, in the Lompoc Plain for ex-

problem 


WASHINGTON - This is how Aunt 
Minnie learned about the fiscal crisis in 
New York City. Although she had a 
vague idea that there was trouble, it 
came with a shock of surprise when she 
found that this touched her own security. 
Safely insulated, as she thought, in 
modest suburbia. New York had seemed 
as remote as the moon 
or as the moon had 
been 
before 
the 
moonwalk 
Ten years ago. Aunt 
Minnie’s husband had 
died 
leaving 
her a 
small nestegg. part of 
which 
was 
in 
municipal tax-exempt 
bonds. With this in­ 
come and her social 
security, 
she 
lived 
comfortably, if frugal­ 
ly. Then two years ago 
she began to feel the severe pinch of in­ 
flation as prices of the necessities of life 
began to escalate. 
The time had come, she decided, to 
sell some of her small hoard. She was 
referred to a man at the bank where she 
had her checking account. He looked 
rather solemn when she told him she 
wanted to sell $5.000 of the bonds of City 
XYZ. 
“You see,” he said, “ the municipal 
bond market is very uncertain today. We 
don’t know what’s going to happen in 
New York and therefore the m arket is 
soft.” 
Soft? You see, the man explained, your 
bonds pay only 5*/* per cent while new is­ 
sues are being offered at 8‘/i or 9 per 
cent The upshot was that if she sold her 
bonds 
she 
would 
take 
a 
loss 
of 
somewhere between 20 and 25 per cent 
on their face value. Since the money was 
important in light of the second increase 
in the taxes on her small home, she had 
no choice. 
How many Aunt 
Minnies there are 
around the country is anyone’s guess. 
Only a muddle-headed broker, it can be 
argued, would have put such a small in­ 
vestor into tax-exempts. But at the time 
they had seemed as good as gold and out 
of the long reach of the tax collector. 
The plight of New York City cannot be 
brushed off as the consequence of the 
wicked excesses of a latter day Sodom. 
That has been the attitude of principal 
spokesmen in the Ford administration. 
In his blithe way, SecreUry of the 
Treasury William E. Simon proposed 
that the city be sold to the Shah of Iran. 
The shah, it developed, was not in­ 
terested. 
Interest rates on municipal and state 
bonds have been steadily climbing. This 
means that the cost of obtaining money 
for schools and other needed improve­ 
ments is reaching record new highs and 
mayors and governors are wondering 
whether to risk the higher long-term in­ 
terest payments or to delay and cut 
back 
Detroit, another city suffering from a 
fiscal pinch, on the order if not the same 
magnitude as that of New York, recently 
put out a series of bonds paying a record 
9’z 
to 
10 
per cent, depending on 
maturity. 
The same prospect faces 
municipalities and states in the East and 
Northeast where the crunch on taxes and 
services is sharpest. 
The plain truth is that bankruptcy in 
New York — default on obligations — 
will put in jeopardy the whole financial 
structure not only here but abroad. The 
realization of this seems to be slowly 
seeping into the consciousness of some in 
the administration with a sense of 
responsibility. 
Chairman Arthur F. Burns of the 
Federal Reserve Board told the congres­ 
sional joint economic committee that if 
there is to be action on New York’s 
plight it should come quickly. The delay 
and the indecision are bound to produce 
serious strains on financial markets. 
Burns said That consequence is already 
being felt. 


As Burns noted, the catch is that 
Congress must act to give authority to 
ample. That is still the case as already 
any plan for helping both the city and the 
proven but the quality of water delivered 
through the state’s aqueduct has its own 
level of relative quality.

One critic maintains that the design 
potential would yield only about half the 
stated amount with the other half being 
water that normally flowed down to 
recharge the underground basin anyway.
